Seven Negroes Sentenced 
fer Arson in Fairburn 
Superior Court. 


Fairburn, Ga., August 9.—(Special.)— 
Fairburn swperlor court has been en- 
gaged for two days in the trial of an 
importamt arson case, and, as a result, 
seven negroes have either pleaded guilty 
or been found guilty of burning the barn 
of J. J. Nixon, a prominent citizen ef 
this county, involving a loss of about two 
thousand dollars. The negroes broke in‘o 
the barn on the night of July 6 and 
stole two wagon loads of corn, and then, 
in order to hide that crime, set fire to 
the barn, which was entirely consumed, 
with its coatents.

Other legislation to be asked for aa 
outlined by the governor in his speech 
here yesterday includes giving the execu- 
tive power to remove prosecuting attor- 
neys and sheriffs for incompetency or 
corruption; creating the office of state 
excise commissioners, with power to re- 
voke dram-shop licenses; refusing brew- 
ers and cistillers the right to an inter- 
est in saloons; regulating the rates 
charged by public service corporations, 
and giving municipalities the power to 
purchase, own and operate  pubilc 
ullilities.

BODY EXHUMED 
FOR INSPECTION 


Thought Drowned Woman 
Met Foul Play, But No 
Evidence Is Found. 


Columbia, S. C., August 9.—(Special.)— 
The sensation caused by the finding of 
the body of Mrs. Whit Hamilton in the 
wel] last Sunday, five days after the 
disappearance from her home near Dil- 
lon, did mot end with her burial. Vague 
rumors of faul play were rife throughout 
this section and the inquest was post- 
poned until things could assume some 
shape. 

At the instance of a brother of the de- 
ceased and some of the jury, Coroner 
Lassiter ordered the grave opened yes- 
terday afternoon and an autopsy held. 
Although it was one of the hottest days 
of the summer, a large motley crowd of 
men and boys, black and white, collected 
at the family burying grounds, many of 
them walking about two miles from Dil- 
lon, where the disinterment took place. 
The casket was: removed ‘from the grave 
and carried. under. a shade _ tree and 
opened. 

Decomposition, however, had set in, ob- 
literating all evidence, If there had been 
any, of violence. 

Consequently, the jury had to fall back 
upen the prima facie evidence of suicidal 
drowning.

TICKAMAUGA, GA., August 
‘te (Special.)—A hot sun beat 
upon the encampming army of the 
Chickamauga, transforming the mud be 
longing to the red old hills of Georgla as 
a heritage of the recent raing to the dust 
of a great military reservation that Tose 
{n great clouds with every passing 
wagon train, batteries of artillery or 
regiments of regulars or state troops 
starting out upon or returning from 
some*hyke against an imaginary enemy. 
Now that the Georgia and South Caro- 
lina state troops have been in camp for 
Several days, the hot sun following the 
rains which marked the arrival of the 
soldiers has tanned the faces of these 
volunteers until it is difficult to dis- 
tinguish just where the khaki army 
blouse begins and the face and neck leave 
off. It would be a hard matter to find 
a body of troops so well seasoned in so 
short a time, and while the men have 
had plenty to do in meetiag the require- 
ments of this week of tnstruction in the 
arts of war, they have met these require- 
ments in a way that has brought down 
on the heads of these Georgia 
encomium of parise from the officers of 
the regular army, who are here in great 
numbers. This is bath 
true. And it is worthy of more than 
passing notice, for com passionately 
speaking, these regular. officers 
without bowers, andto win an encomium 
from such an exacting source Is source 
for pardonable rnride and material for 
editorial comment. 


Men in Fine Spirits. 

Another feature of this present camp 
is the spirits of the men. While there has 
been plenty of hard work to do, there 
has been little or no grumbling and the 
men of the Georgia troops have come 
whistling home to camp after 8 and !0 
mile ‘‘hykes’’ as though they had been

in training for months rather than days. 


On one point all of the officers and 
men are agreed upon as a unit. That Is 
that this present camp is without ex- 
ception the finest and most satisfactory 
in every possible way in the experience 
of the oldest officer. And while there 
has been much hard work this week. 
the men have also been given plenty of 
time to rest, and there has been none of 
that fearful grind and grueling work 
with long marches and night ‘“hykes’’ 
that characterized the “Third Battie of 
Manassas.’ It is also the opinion of 
the officers that the present camp has 
given both the rank and file a clearer 
insight and a better and more practical 
understanding of the &rts of war than 
any other encampment. 

There is very little of the pomp and 
panoply in the appearances of the many 
troops which now mark this famous and 
historical battlefield. Realism is to be 
found on every side and only the enemy 
is imaginary. It was most gratifying to 
the several Georgians who visited Gen- 
eral Budd's headquarters and heard this 
commander discuss the situation with 
several assembled umpires and officers 
of the regular army. It is usually a far 
cry between such an assemblage and 
any compliments for troops other than 
those drilled fifty-two weeks in every 
year. ‘But the Georgia troops proved 
just such an exception. 

“J have ‘been particularly delighted 
with the enthusiasm of these officers of 
the Georgla troops. Not only have they 
attended the man- lectures of Instruc-

GOOD WORK FOR RAILROADS 
DONE BY HOWARD THOMPSON 


OWARD THOMPSON, of Gainesville, who today is posing as the advo- 
H cate of the Hoke Smith brand of reform, has himself somewhat of an 

interesting railroad record which some of the people who know him 
may have forgotten. 

In 1902 Mr. Thompson, who now says he favors Hoke Smith because the 
latter stands for the people as against the railroads, was the arbitrater repre- 
senting. the Southern railroad when its tax returns were rejected in toto by 
Comptroller General W. A. Wright. On this board the then Railroad Com- 
missioner Spencer R. Atkinson represented the state and John J. Strickland 
was umpire. 

Comptroller Genera] Wright then rejected the returns of the Southern ‘rail- 
way on all of its properties. The rejection included the returns made on 
the Atlanta and Charlotte Air Line @ivision, the Chattanooga and Bruns- 
wick line, the Georgia Pacific, the Alabama division, the Cnartotte, Colum- 
bia and Augutta, the Rome and Decatur, the South Carolina and Georgia, 
the Atlanta and Florida, the Georgia Midland, the Alabama Great Southern, 
and the returns aso on engines and first and second-class passenger 
coaches. 

Only the returns of physical property were involved, 
act not having then passed. 

Mr. Thompson and Judge Atkinson, it is stated, in the return finally made 
were unable to agree on the valuation of these properties, so the matter 
was left to the arbitrator, Mr. Strick land, who increased tne valution of the 
Atlanta and Charlotte Air Line division from $13,000 to $16,000 a mile, and 
provided that the returns on all the other property should stand as made by 
the Southern railway. 

It is naturally to be presumed that the umpire’s action represented, in @ 

measure, a compromise between the views of the arbitrator for the state and 
the arbitrator for. the railroad. Such is usually the case fn all arbitrations. 

It would seem therefore that Mr. Thompson was hardly so much in favor 
of the pedple as he now pretends, especially since he opposed any increase 
in the returns made by the Southern at that time. 

For this servica Mr. Thompson was paid $500 by the Southern railway. 

The valuation of the Atlanta and Charlotte Air Line today on physical 
property is $18,000 per mile, and with the franchise the total valuation of 
that line today is over $25,000 per mile. 

Having 
served the Southern so well it {s not unnatural that the Seaboard Air Line 
should have sought his services the year following.

MORTON CLEARED 
OF SANTA FE SINS 


Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion Exonerates Accused, 


Declares Former Secretary of Navy 
Was Guilty of No Criminal In- 
dustry—Rebates Given Pri- 
marily ‘‘to Develop Coal 
Industry” in West. 


Washington, August 9.—In a statement 
issued today by the interstate commerce 
commission regarding the conviction of 
the Atchisor’ Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railroad Company for violating the iaw 
with respect to the giving of rebates, 
the commission says: 

“The avowed purpose of the practice 
tends to support the view that there 
was no criminal intent on the part of 
Paul Morton, former head of the traffic 
department of the Santa Fe, and other 
railroad officials involved.’’ 

The statement calls attention to the 
fact that with the imposition of the 
$15,000 fine on the road, “the history 
case is
